Lohengrin  Prelude — Wagner 

Of  this  prelude  Wagner  wrote:  “Out  of  the  clear  blue  ether  of  the  sky 
there  seems  to  condense  a  wonderful,  yet  at  first  hardy  perceptible  vision;  and 
out  of  this  there  slowly  emerges,  ever  more  clearly,  an  angel  host  bearing  in  its 
midst  the  sacred  Grail  ....  at  last  the  Grail  is  revealed  in  all  its  glorious 
reality  ....  then  the  angel  host  ascends  again  to  the  etherial  heights 
having  once  more  made  pure  the  hearts  of  men.” 

Unfinished  Symphony — Shubert 

For  43  years  the  manuscript  of  this  treasured  symphony  reposed,  yellowed 
and  dust  covered,  in  the  possession  of  a  friend  of  Schubert.  Efforts  to  get  the 
work  performed  during  the  composer’s  life  had  failed.  In  1865  the  same  con¬ 
ductor  who  had  declined  40  years  before  to  produce  the  composition,  easily 
persuaded  its  custodian  to  let  him  have  it  for  a  Viennese  concert.  Now  it  is 
rarely  omitted  from  the  year’s  calendar  of  any  symphony  orchestra.

PROGRAM  NOTES— Continued 

Schubert  wrote  with  a  facility  exceeded  by  few  composers.  When  in  the 
creative  mood  he  tossed  off  page  after  page  of  manuscript.  Much  of  his  work  is 
lost  forever,  although  a  forgotten  Schubert  song  or  orchestral  manuscript  is 
occasionally  unearthed  even  now.  Doubtless  among  the  lost  works  are  many 
melodies  of  unearthly  charm  such  as  mark  this  inspired  tonal  masterpiece. 

The  delicate,  breathless  beauty  of  these  haunting  images  of  tone  is  re¬ 
vealed  in  its  fragile  perfection  by  the  faultless  acoustics  of  the  Hollywood 
Bowl — the  solemn,  pagan  priest-like  chant  of  ’cellos,  dancing  veils  of  violin 
strokes,  lingering  caresses  of  oboes,  and  tympani  rhythms  affecting  the  senses 
like  suddenly  heard  or  felt  heartbeats— or  is  it  the  “Inexorable  Fate”  of 
Beethoven,  Tschaikowsky  and  Liszt  announcing  its  dread  advent? 

Symphonic  Poem,  Danse  Macabre — Saint  Saens

Phedre  Overture — Massenet 

Hubbard  Harris  has  written  the  following  argument  for  the  overture: 

The  composition  follows  in  a  general  way  Racine’s  tragedy  of  the  same 
name.  After  the  portentious  opening  we  hear  the  ill-fated  queen,  overwhelmed 
at  -the  thought  of,  and  bewailing  her  unlawful  passion.  The  duet  in  the  oboes 
suggests  the  scene  between  Phedro  and  Aenone.  The  tragic  motive  breaks  in 
again  and  changes  into  an  Allegro  appassionato  (Hippolytus  chafing  under  his 
restraint  and  on  the  point  of  leaving  for  Mycenae).  Phedro  and  Hippolytus 
meet;  the  passionate  declaration  of  the  love  follows  (given  to  the  violins  in  uni¬ 
son,  and  then  the  storm  breaks  over  us.  Neptune  redeems  his  view  to  Theseus. 
Hippolytus,  encountering  the  monster  cast  up  by  the  rising  sea,  is  dragged  to 
his  death  by  the  frightened  steeds.  Again  we  hear  the  wailing  melody  of  the 
beginning,  and  the  declaration  of  undying  love;  the  turbulent  episode  of  the

PROGRAM  NOTES— Continued 

Flemish  Folk  Song — de  Greef 

The  composer  of  this  group  is  a  Belgian  pianist.  He  has  been  an  instruc¬ 
tor  at  the  Brussels  Conservatory  since  1888.  Thematically  the  selections  are 
typical  examples  of  the  folk  tunes  of  the  Walloon  and  Belgic  people  of  the  early 
fifteenth  and  sixteenth  centuries.  The  harmonization  and  orchestration  are, 
of  course,  the  composer’s  own. 

The  Sorcerer’s  Apprentice — Dukas 

Briefly,  the  story  runs,  that  the  sorcerer’s  pupil,  finding  himself  alone 
in  the  absence  of  the  master  of  black  arts,  tries  to  imitate  the  miracle  he  has 
witnessed.  He  succeeds  in  transforming  a  broom  into  a  servant  who  by  his 
command  fetches  water  for  a  bath.  Forgetting  the  magic  word  he  is  unable 
to  stop  the  broom  and  the  house  is  flooded.  He  breaks  the  broom  but  now  there 
are  two  servants  pouring  water.  (Note  the  broom  motive.)  The  master  re¬ 
turns,  speaks  the  magic  word  and  the  broom  flies  back  to  its  place  in  the 
corner.

Die  Meistersinger  Prelude — Wagner 

Grandeur,  romance,  deeply  human  wisdom,  and  the  smiling  sarcasm  of  the 
poet  and  the  sage  mingle  in  Wagner’s  music-drama,  “The  Mastersingers  of 
Nuremberg.”  It  is  generally  regarded  as  the  greatest  of  all  comic  operas,  too 
grandiose  perhaps  to  be  classed  rightly  as  a  comic  opera,  too  rich  in  artistic 
beauty,  too  lofty  in  human  wisdom. 

Wagner,  who  wrote  the  libretto  himself,  in  accordance  with  his  usual 
custom,  had  renounced  history  as  a  subject  for  the  music-dramatist  in  every 
work  since  his  “Rienzi.”
